PHOENIX (Ariz.) Nov. 29.— 
Throughout Arizona petitions asking

INNOCENT MAN’S TRIALS. 
Convicted of highway robbery and 
sentenced to serve five years in the 
Arizona penitentiary; escaped, re- 
turned to former home in Michigan; 
narrowly escaped extradition back to 
Arizona; worked as sailor seven 
years; again took up his residence 
in his native city; became leading and 
prominent citizen; restored to citizen- 
ship. Such, in brief, is the history of 
Timothy J. O’Brien, president of the 
leading decorating company of Bay 
City, Mich. 

It was in March, 1896, that O’Rrien 
was convicted of robbery at Williams, 
Ariz., and given a sentence of five 
years in the penitentiary. He escaped 
in October, 1897, and went to Mex- 
ico, where he remained until April, 
1898. In that month he appeared in 
San Diego, but went from that place 
to Bay City, where he resumed work 
at his trade of painting and paper- 
hanging. The Arizona authorities lo- 
cated him and extradition papers were 
instituted. For some reason the pro- 
ceedings were not pushed. O’Brien 
felt his disgrace keenly and became 
a common sailor on the Great Lakes. 
At the end of seven years he had 
risen to be first mate of a freighter, 
but he determined to live down his 
past among those who had known him 
as a boy. Again he went to work as 
a painter in Bay City and today he is 
president of the leading decorating 
company of that place. 

A short time ago O’Brien forward- 
ed to Gov. Hunt of Arizona a peti- 
tion asking that he be restored to 
citizenship. His petition was signed by 
Roy O. Woodruff, Congressman from 
the Eighteenth Michigan District, and 
by many other prominent citizens of 
that State. O’Brien also sent an affi- 
davit declaring himself innocent of 
the crime for which he was convicted. 
Papers restoring O'Brien's citizenship 
were then issued.

They contain a great 
deal of starch, which its valuable as a 
strength-giver. Oatmeal and corn- 
meal contain more fat than the other 
cereals and therefore make a good 
winter ‘food, especially for hard- 
working people. Cereals with cooked 
fruits are particularly appetizing. A 
bow! of oatmeal eaten for breakfast 
will furnish the average man with 
all the strength, heat and energy he 
will need and it is not necessary for 
him to eat meat in addition.

The cross displays the wisdom of God 
because it reaches to the root of dt- 
vine government, and deals with the 
root cause of disorder in the universe. 
Fools mock at the atoning work of 
Christ, not knowing that the holiness 
of God and the foundations of jus- 
tice are conserved and maintained by 
it. It is the wisdom of God and the 
power of God because it reaches to 
the seat of the jurisprudence of the 
entire universe. 
“The cross is the power of God be- 
cause it deals with all persons who 
exalted self wil) against the Creator. 
When Jesus said: “This is the hour 
of darkness, the prince of this world 
is cast out,’ he was evidently referring 
to the power of His death in rela- 
tion to satan, for it was ‘by death he 
destroyed him, that had the power 
of death.’ 
“A saint of the middle age cried 
joyfully: Satan cannot face the blood 
of Christ, I lose him there.’ 
“This was more than sentimental 
emotionalism. It deals with that deep 
philosophy of the spirit concerning 
the defeat of the demonical and dia- 
bolical. 
“The cross affects this world, the 
upper world and the under world. 
Wherever man lost dominion there 
the cross will ultimately give deliver- 
ance. The cross is more than a sym- 
bol, it is salvation. It is more than 
an ornament for the bosom, it is pow- 
er in the soul. I would rather hold 
the cross before the eves of dying 
men than anything in this universe I 
have ever been privileced to do.”

At the Boyle Heights Methodist 
Episcopal Church yesterday the pastor, 
Rev. W. E. Tilroe, D. D., preached on 
the subject, “The Thankful Christ.”

They accumulate and cul- 
minate in crises; those crises are = 
judgment days when we are tried 
the court of life and either found 
worthy or found wanting. 

“We plod along in our routine life, 
each day. being very much like every 
other day and each apparently being 
sufficient unto itself. Suddenly, with- 
out warning, a multitude of unexpect- 
ed things drop down upon us, testing 
our capacities and resources to the ut- 
most. If we have not gathered pow- 
er and capacity and resource during 
the days of calm we go down under 
the stress and strain of the moment 
which is our judgment day. 

“It was formerly thought that 
death ushers in the day of judgment. 
I have no doubt it is true, but can- 
not believe that the judgments we face 
in death are essentially different from 
the judgments of life. I have no doubt 
that at death all that is shoddy and 
false and unreal falls away and is dis- 
solved, while all that is true and is 
real remains. I have no doubt that 
all our dreams, all our hopes and ex- 
pectations, in as far as they seat back 
into truth, will be realized. 

“We should face the judgment days 
of life and the judgment day of death 
unafraid. As Theodore Parker said, 
‘I had rather die a sinner than to live 
one.” If we are afraid to die, we 
should be afraid to live. We should 
be afraid of neither, for surely the 
same laws of justice must hold in the 
broad realm of eternity that hold here 
in this little span of life. One should 
face the judgment with eager faith; 
for it means purification, it means the 
passing of the unreal and our stand- 
ing face to face with reality unde- 
ceived, and to the serious soul that 
should be a consummation most de- 
voutly to be wished. We should al- 
ways be glad to face eſther the justice 
of this life or of any other, for it is 
only fhrough justice, whether it be 
pleasurable or painful, that true rest 
and peace and joy can come, and we 
should press forward with eager, 
abiding faith.”

DR. SHAW. 
IMMANUEL PRESBYTERIAN. 
BLESSED IS HE WHOSE SIN 1s COV- 
ERED AND ERASED BY THE 
GRACE OF GOD. 

Dr. John Balcom Shaw preached at 
Immanuel Presbyterian Church yes- 
terday on “How God Covers a Man's 
Sin.” Psalm xxxii-1. The following 
is a summary of the sermon: 

“Sin is a great universal reality 
that all men must reckon with. The 
heathen method of dealing with it is 
self-infliction. He thinks that by tor- 
turing himself he can make some 
kind of atonement for his sin, The 
moralist’s method is that of self-im- 
provement. He expects to be evolved 
into a sinless estate. The worldling’s 
method is one of self-deception. He 
fancies that by ignoring his sin he 
may come at length to dispose of it. 

The Christian method differs from 
all others. It might be described as 
self-commitment. It hands sin over 
to God and sues for His mercy. Con- 
fessing and repenting of his sins, the 
Christian trusts God to cancel them 
and put them forever away. 

“The Psalmist characterizes what 
takes place when one does this as 
God's covering of our sins. This God 
does in three ways. 

* He covers them as with His 
hand, thus putting them out of sight. 
Neither He nor any of the inhabitants 
of heaven will see them after that. 
They are hidden from His sight and 
the sight of the redeemed. No one 
can either charge us with them or 
taunt us because of them after that. 

Second, God covers our sins with 
the robe of His righteousness, ‘Bring 
hither the best robe aud put it on 
him,’ is His command when He for- 
gives the penitant prodigal. Thus, He 
covers it not from sight alone, 
from all accounting. With the robe 
of Hig righteousness upon us we have 
royal standing before the Throne, and 
instead of being under condemnation 
as before, are openly justified and 
owned. 

“Third, He covers our sins with the 
incoming tide of His grace. “Where 
sin abounded grace did much more 


abound,’ which is another way of say- 


ing that where the slimy bottom for- 
merly lay, strewn with the relics and 
wrecks of our ain, the ocean flows 
in and gloriously submerges it all. As 
a result of this super-abounding grace, 
sin no longer has dominion over us. 
We are delivered from the power of 
sin, as well as from its penalty and. 
progress. 

“How more than justified, then, is 
his beatitude: ‘Blessed is he whose 
sin is « vered.’ Blessedness floods his 
soul, to begin with, and he is su- 
premely happy. The peace of God 
comes like a beneficent tide into his 
being, and conscince, mind, heart and 
spirit are all at rest. 

“And blessedness also 
life. ‘“Whatsoever 
prosper.’

The New 
York Stock Exchange was closed. It re 
mained closed for four months. It reopened 
Saturday and the whole country breathed 
with relief and felt a strengthening of its 
confidence in the nation’s financial condi- 
tion. 

The stock exchange in itself is neither 
indispensable nor intolerable. It is a con- 
venience, and one that may be and has

the markets for selfish ends, to squeeze out 
stockholders and smash legitimate interests. 
But the stock exchange only registers such 
manipulations. They could be conducted 
without the exchange. The value of the 
exchange is that it sensitively registers 
every movement, every rise and depression 


two honest persons mean to hold good in finance; it shows the calm and honest 


watchers what influences are at work. It 
does not bring on the panics—it often regis- 
ters their approach in time for the neces- 


sary preparation to meet them. It does not 
bring on prosperity—it records the indica- 
tions of prosperity. It fs the barometer of 
national finance. 

The general fallacy has been that the 
stock exchange itself has been accused of 
actually being responsible for panics. For 
four months the exchange was closed and 
there were few men, indeed, in the world of 
business who did not scan the horizon in a 
vain effort to gain an accurate estimate of 
the nation’s financial condition. The ba- 
rometer was hiddén. Business men did not 
know what to expect, and, fearing the worst, 
were commendably cautious. 

But the stock exchange opened. Many 
stocks were stronger than when it closed. 
No stocks had slumped. These facts were 
a source of assurance to business all 
through the nation. They showed that, 
though a war was uprooting the industries 
of all Europe, although the money markets 
of London, Paris, Berlin and Petrograd were 
in distress, the business of the United 
States was as firm as under normal condli- 
tions. The stock exchange did not create 
or maintain that firmness. It registered it. 

We believe that both the benefits and the 
evils of the exchange are greatly over- 
estimated. Vicious manipulations may be 
carried on without the medium of the ex- 
change, as the Mellen-Morgan robberies of 
the New Haven show. Stable conditions 
may be maintained without the exchange, 
as the past four months have shown. It 
does not create the financial disturbances 
of which the Socialists complain; it does not 
establish the prosperity that some of its 
defenders have claimed. It registers the 
workings of demand and supply the same 
as any other market; it affords quick pub- 
licity to financial movements, and the fact 
that some men use th‘s information for per- 
jlous speculation does not at all discounte- 
nance the idea that saner men use the same 
information to protect the stockholders ani 
investors who have placed money in their 
care.

So many thousands of people already go isters. However, the Prince Regent, after- 


wards George IV, approved of the alliances 
of these conspirators against liberty and 
promoters of absolutism. Castlereagh, For- 
eign Secretary of Great Britain, was a con- 
federate and bound Great Britain to the 
tyrants, Fate followed Castlereagh in a 
manner befitting his interes: in the Holy 
Alliance. Then Canning succeed him as 
Foreign Minister. The true reason why 
England joined the United States was that 
she was disturbed at the shifting balance 
of power in Europe and she wanted the 
influence of the United States. England 
could boast of her isolation, but she needed 
aid. The great powers of Europe were her 
antagonists. In all that she did she was 
purely selfish. It was a struggle by her to 
preserve the equilibrium of power in Ru- 
rope by weakening France and Spain.” 

It is perhaps not generally known that 
Congress never by any legislative act sanc- 
tioned the Monroe doctrine until April, 1864, 
when it was resolved unanimously by the 


| House of Representatives that “the Congress 


of war. When Napoleon was overthrown | 
at Waterloo in 1815 Russia, Austria and 


Prussia entered into a league called the 
Holy Alliance, which three years later was 
joined by France. 


The Holy Alliance was, in its announced 


purpose, a combination of sovereigns to ap- 
ply to governments the principles of Chris- 
tianity. It was in fact an association of 
national bandits to prey upon non-members 
of the band. The wolves, the tigers and the 
hyenas conjoined to prey upon the sheep. 

In 1820 Spain revolted against the rule of 
Ferdinand and established a republican gov- 
ernment. 
Bandits, crushed the Spanish uprising for 
liberty and restored the absolute monarchy 
to power. Austria with her troops put down 
popular movements in favor of liberty in 
Naples and Sardinia.

A homesick Irishman from County Mayo, 
seeking a slippery fortune tn the colossal 
city of London, one day sat down and gave 
vent to his feelings in a musical compos!- 
tion. Music was his profession. He had 
done a few stunts among “the halls,” and 
was already singing to limited audiences an 
original song called, “How Are Yer?”—not 
on effort to be particularly proud of. 

The blank music sheet was filled with 
musical notes, not so filled, however, as his 
empty heart was with a yearning for his 
own home town.

Its existence promised to be 
brief And then the war came along and 
the rhythm and the swing of the tune cap 
tured Tommy Atkins and he pushed that 
music hall ballad into the first rank, ahead 
5 “Rule Britannia” and God Save the 

ing.” 

Tommy Atkins, quite unconsciously, too, 
was paying tribute to the love of country 
that prompted Jack Judge, the homesick 
Irishman, to write his modest ditty; and 
this, no doubt, is why it became first favor- 
ite with the boys who crossed the channel 
for France, whence they might never re- 
turn. Each man was leaving his own “Tip- 
perary” and “the sweetest girl he knew.” 

When Jack awoke one fine morning—as 
they saying is—to find himself famous, he 
hurried home to tell his mother of his suc- 
cess. “Soon mother,” he said, “I shall be 
able to fill your apron with good gold sov- 
ereigns from the sale of “Tipperary.” His 
mother smiled, shook her head and an- 
swered, “God give you sense, my 
boy.” But the royalties since then have 
come pouring in beyond the fondest hopes 
of Jack, setting at rest the doubts of his 
fond old Irish mother. | 

Of course, it is to Tommy Atkins that 
“Tipperary” owes its present vogue, not to 
the praise of musical critics or the power 
of press notices. The spirit of laughing, 
reckless, uneducated, fearless Tommy At- 
kins is one of the revelations of the dreary, 
dragging European conflict. 

Tommy goes into the fight like a school- 
boy into a football game, as though facing 
the most formidable army in the world 
was simply a holiday affair. He employs 
a rich vocabulary of slang before which 
orthodox military terms are as helpless as 
“God Save the King” is before “Tipperary.” 

Barb wire entanglements Tommy calls 
“mug racks” because, as he explains, only 
“mugs” will be caught in them, mugs be 
ing cockney for simpletons. Machine guns 
have become “alarm clocks,” because of the 
German practice of starting to fire at day- 
break. The uhlans in grim Tommy 
calis “the Kaiser’s ewe lambs.” Gen. Von 
Kluck is “Old One o'Clock,” on account of 
his fondness for midnight raids. 

Shrapnel shells Tommy always refers to 
as German sausages; shells that fai) to er- 
plode are “emergency rations.” Football 
vernacular is also employed. Prisoners of 
war are “ordered off the field,” and spies 
are “playing “off-side.” “A stall for the pic- 
tures” is Tommy's laconic method of an- 
nouncing that he has been summoned to 
the firing line. At a pinch the German ar- 
tillery have had to make use sometimes of 
old cannon, and in comparison with their 
wonderful modern guns the slow course of 
the projectile is very marked. These shells 
Tommy has promptly dubbed “Weary Wil- 
lies.” And as is well known, the huge mor- 
tars with their clouds of black smoke have 
been generally christened “Jack Johnsons.” 

As a unit Tommy may not cut much fig- 
ure-among the enormous armies of Europe, 
but bis animal spirits are something to be 
taken into serious account. “Tipperary” is 
going to be harder to defeat than “Rule 
Britannia.” Nothing in the whole wide world 
is so invincible in an individual or in a na- 
tion as the spirit of chaff and humor. He
